Without division the house finally 
voted second readings of all the taxa- 
tion bills, with the exception of the 
gasoline tax bill which was not yet 
printed, and is to be submitted to the 
house Saturday. 

Corporation Tax 

Explaining the conporation tax act 
increases Mr. Brownlee announced 
that the increase proposed on tele- 
graph companies was from one to two 
per cent, other changes being as 


previously outlined in summaries of} 


the bill, Elevator companies jhad 
agreed to taxation on each elevator, 
and no objection was being ralsei 
to the increases from express and tele. 
graph companies, 

J. C. Bowen said he was opposed 
to the principle in the new taxation 
bills. Recalling how the new go0v- 
ernment had announced its policy of 
economy here were heavier burdens 


of taxation being proposed right at 


the outset to meet estimated expend- 
iture this year of nearly $2,000,.000 
more than the expenditure of the late 
government in 1921. “In all those 
bills there is the principle of class 
taxation,” he declared, charging that 
the burden was being laid on the 
cities, He slated the amusement tax 
increase as iniquitous, Jamenting that 
an attempt was being made by the 
government to more seriously make 
money out of the social relaxation of 
the people.

It must be 
remembered that these amusement 
companies had a big investment and a 
big pay roll. Mr, Marshall believed 
that the income tax was after all the 
fairest and suggested as a reilef for 
taxation encouragement of the tour- 
ist traffic which would bring in more 
people among whom to spread the

Hon. C, R. Mitchell said that after 
agreeing to the estimates as they had

Hammerstein stuck to tha river, 
however, and after a time took on the 
guiding of parties up and down the 
waters of the Athabasca, this nearly 
‘coming to a finish, in the year 1901.

Tips for Auto Owners 
Who Do Own Tinkering | 


As a rule, owners of electria ve-{ 
hictes show their wisdom by leaving 
the care of the storage batterie. to| 
those who have had experience with 
them But there are a few things 
that are of particular importance to 
those who want to do their own tin- 
kering. One of them ie to refrain 
from putting acid in the electrolyte 
to Sring it up to the proper hydro- 
meter test. A cell that tests too low 
in acid usually needs a long slow 
“soaking” or overcharging, which 
has the effect of driving the acid out 
of the plates into the solution, and 
so bringing up to the reading. Acid 
should net be added unless the read- 
ing cannot otherwise be brought up. 

Always Carry Tire Gauge 

One should always carry a tire 
gauge. Ifa tire is un“erinfiated the 
car will ride very hard, and not only 


this—the tire is very apt to blow out 
at a weak point. Equal pressure 
should be maintained at all times in 
proportion to the size of tire and the 
car weight.

Since equare-woven fabric cannot] 
be thoroughly {mpregnated with rub-| 
ber at the points where the threads 
cross, flexing at these points will 
cause a sawing action and the fen- | 
erating of interna) heat, It has been 
demonstrated very clearly by experi- 
ment that when the temperature re-| 
suing from internal heat reaches 230 
degrees, vulcanized rubber ceases to 
function as an adhesive compound 
crumbles into minute particles which | 
fail to resume their original condi- 
tion, causing the compound to lose 
its function in the tire. 

This causes separation, weakness, 
and finally a blowout. It may be In-) 
teresting to know that 265 degrees !s| 
not an uncommon temperature reach- | 
ed in a tire when driven at a high 
speed over the road. This is particu- 
larly true of large truck tires. 

In the case of cord tires, each 
thread is embedded in the rubber} 
compound and the Internal friction is 
reduced to a minimum. A brief sum- 
mary of the advantages derived from 
the use of cord tlres would include | 
easier riding, due to greater resili- 
ency; saving of gasolino and ofl; sav- 
ing of machinery, and more miles per 
dollar.

It ds important that any co-opera- 
tive organisation have an efficient 
business manager, for an assoctation 
formed under the most favorable con- 
ditions must still be ineffective uniess 
|the management is efficient. Such a 
manager must posseas qualifications 
which are unusual and somewhat hard 
to find. It is not enough that he be 
@ good accountant, or that he be 
|honest and fair, he must know the pro- 
ducts handled, know the men, and how 
to meet them, and know the market 
{It is logical to assume that a man so 
equipped must receive a remunera- 
tion at least commensurate with what 
he would realise if he were in business 
|for himself. It is foolish policy to 
employ a cheap manager, and a good 
One cannot be gotten for an insigni- 
ficant salary. Members should be 
Willing to delegate sufficient amount 
of independent action to their manag- 
er, for although he is the paid agent

While 
it may not appeal to the masses, the 
majority of people. ike music, and 
the world simply cannot do without 
it. Ifa child is taught music, he 
would have, if nothing else, an ac- 
complishment that would help him 
on the way to muccess. The child 
could use it in after life, and he 
shouid be trained in his younger days. 
“Apart from anyth ng else, singing 
lessons assist and improve articula- 
tion. But to love music, enthusiasm 
must be engendered. Many a child, 
or adult, too, for that matter, who 
loved music, lost his enthusiasm on 
account of wrong teaching methods. 
If done correctly and in an interest- 
ing way, leaving out the theory at 
firet and teaching songs, music is an 
easy subject to teach. Ten minutes 
|a day used correctly in teaching chil- 
dren would have large rewards.” 
Mr. Stares thought supervisors of 
music should be appointed by all 
school boards to teach music _ for 
these reasons: (1) Because it is an 
emotional art; (2) because it is a uni-
